Live  By  Jesus'  Teachings 

Luke  6:27-49

The  best  way  any  of  us  can 
demonstrate  we  are  followers 
of  Christ  is  to  base  our  behavior 
on  foe  teachings  of  Christ.  Luke 
5:1-26  provides  foe  background 
for  much  that  is  foe  focus  of 
this  week's  lesson  from  Luke 
5:27-49.  Summarizing  twenty- 
six  verses  while  focusing  on 
only  twenty-three  verses  may 
feel  frustrating  to  some  readers, 
but  take  heart.  Those  verses  are 
part  of  foe  Sanctity  of  Human 
Life  lesson  to  follow  in  January.

Matthew's  record  of 
Jesus'  many  miracles 
should  have  erased  foe 
Pharisees'  and 

Sadducees'  claims  that 
Jesus  was  nothing  more 
than  a  troublemaker. 

Jesus,  acting  as  High 
Priest,  did  what  the 
Levitical  law  could  not 
mtj  do — cleanse  lepers;  this 

pointed  to  the  messian¬ 
ic  healing  power  that  only  Jesus 
could  exercise  on  a  leper, 
according  to  Matthew  Henry. 

Healing  a  leper  would  certain¬ 
ly  have  been  a  feat,  for  the  rabbis 
had  declared  lepers  as  being  so 
ceremonially  unclean  that  they 
had  to  stand  at  least  one  hundred 
feet  apart  from  people  on  a 
windy  day  so  that  they  would 
not  defile  fellow  Israelites. 
Leviticus  14  details  the  "gift" 
(Matt.  8:4),  or  sacrifices,  com¬ 
manded  by  Moses  for  the  cleans¬ 
ing  process  of  lepers.  These  sacri¬ 
fices  included  two  living  clean 
birds,  some  cedar  wood,  along 
with  scarlet  and  hyssop. 

When  our  great  Physician 
"put  forth  his  hand  and 
touched"  foe  leper  (v.13),  heal¬ 
ing  instantly  occurred.  Luke 

wish  I  could  have  had  foe 
privilege  of  saying  to 
him,  "If  you  want  it,  it  is 
yours."  I  would  feel 
much  better  about 
myself.  Many  of  us  are  of 
foe  opinion  we  own  our 
weed  eaters,  and  other 
stuff — golf  clubs,  season 
tickets.  Anything  we 
think  we  own  that  we 
ers  cannot  give  away  owns 
us!  I  do  not  like  the  way  I  feel 
about  myself  when  I  realize  the 
power  and  control  this  world 
sometimes  has  on  me.  I  often 
repent  of  unchristlike  attitudes. 
Intellectually  I  can  grasp  foe 
teachings  of  Christ  in  this  area,  but 
emotionally  it  remains  a  struggle. 
Isn't  it  for  you  as  well?  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  being  Christlike. 

Be  merciful  and  look  in  the 
mirror,  Luke  5:36-42 

Is  it  not  possible  to  read  verses 
36-39  as  an  observation  about  life 
from  a  very  wise  man,  Jesus,  with¬ 
out  reading  into  those  verses  the 
supernatural  assurances  God 
guarantees  to  the  obedient?  Is 
jesus  imposing  a  verdict  from 
Heaven  on  good  behavior  or 
revealing  a  fact  of  life  about  good 


adds  that  foe  man  was  "full  of 
leprosy"  (5:12),  no  doubt  repul¬ 
sive  and  deformed.  This  leper 
exhibited  great  faith  when  he 
uttered,  "If  thou  wilt,  thou  can 
make  me  dean"  (Matt  8:2). 

However,  Christ  reversed 
the  Leper's  request  for  cleans¬ 
ing  by  healing  him  first  and 
then  sending  him  to  the 
Sanhedrin  to  nave  his  healing 
confirmed  and  be  pronounced 
clean  (v.4).  An  acknowledg¬ 
ment  from  the  Sanhedrin 
meant  that  foe  Jewish  leaders 
had  to  recognize  Jesus'  power 
over  illnesses,  and  for  this  they 
hated  Him  all  the  more. 

The  Roman  centurion's  step  of 
faith  was  no  less  spectacular.  He 
was  a  leader  of  at  least  one  hun¬ 
dred  men  serving  in  the  Galilean 
area.  Herod  Antipas,  Tetrarch  of 
Galilee,  carefully  guarded  any 
aberration  of  peace;  therefore, 
this  unnamed  centurion  acted  at 
great  personal  risk  to  befriend 
Judaism.  He  had  even  built  a 
synagogue  for  the  Jews  (Lk.7:5). 


Obviously,  he  was  a  man  of 
wealth  and  compassion,  demon¬ 
strated  by  his  love  for  his  servant 
with  palsy  and  his  efforts  to 
obtain  healing  for  him. 

behavior?  We  reap  what  we  sow. 
Jesus  said  that.  Is  mat  to  be  under¬ 
stood  here?  Maybe  not,  but  foe 
general  rule,  for  which  there  are 
certainly  exceptions,  is  that  if  we 
treat  others  with  a  heavy  hand, 
and  never  overlook  a  flaw,  we  will 
in  return  be  treated  like  a  jerk. 
God  doesn't  even  have  to  inter¬ 
vene.  Associates  and  fellow  work¬ 
ers  will  put  an  end  to  our  career  all 
by  themselves.  If  on  foe  other 
hand  we  treat  people  mercifully 
(better  than  they  deserve),  if  we 
forgive  sins  against  us,  people  will 
return  foe  blessings  with  which 
we  blessed  them.  Gracious  people 
don't  always  get  the  promotion  or 
hear  a  deserved  "Thank  You."  If 
not,  one  day  God  will  return  good 
for  good  to  them. 

Finding  flaws  in  people  is  so 
easy  and  some  have  honed  their 
critical  skills  to  a  razor  sharp  edge. 
The  problem  is  that  the  judgmen¬ 
tal  become  something  foe  merci¬ 
ful  never  become  blind.  For  some 
reason  many  critical  people 
believe  they  are  above  criticism 
and  have  no  significant  flaws  of 
their  own.  If  only  they  saw  them¬ 
selves  as  God  sees  them! 

At  a  large  downtown  construc¬ 
tion  site  a  man  known  for  not  being 


Humbly,  foe  centurion 
approached  Jesus  and  asked  for 
Iris  help,  noting  that  he  was 
undeserving  of  a  personal  visit 
from  Jesus  in  his  home,  but 
rather  just  a  word  from  Jesus 
would  heal  his  suffering  servant 
Jesus  recognized  this  Gentile's 
great  faith  and  made  a  profound 
statement  regarding  it  "Verily, 
[truly],  I  have  not  found  so  great 
faith,  no,  not  in  Israel"(v.lO),  so 
Jesus  granted  his  request. 

Taken  together,  the  leper 
and  the  centurion  portray 
that  both  Jews  and  Gentiles 
must  enter  the  Kingdom  of 
God  the  same  way — by  unwa¬ 
vering  faith  in  Christ  as  per¬ 
sonal  Redeemer  and  Savior. 

Matthew  8:11  states  that 
many  Gentiles  from  the  "east 
and  west"  will  join 
"Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob" 
through  faith.  Praise  God  that 
all  nations,  tongues,  and 
tribes  throughout  all  the  ages 
have  been  given  a  way  unto 
salvation.  We  rest  assuredly 
in  confidence  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  our  Lord  and  Savior.

ALPHARETTA,  Ga.  (BP  and 
local  reports) — After  preparing 
nearly  one  million  meals  over 
the  past  two  weeks  in  the  wake 
of  Hurricane  Ivan,  Southern 
Baptist  mobile  kitchens  will  be 
dosing  their  disaster  relief  feed¬ 
ing  operations  Oct.  2  in 
Alabama's  Gulf  Shores  region 
while  several  mobile  kitchens 
are  expected  to  continue  opera¬ 
tion  in  the  Florida  Panhandle 
for  another  week. 

The  Mississippi  Baptist 
Disaster  Relief  Task  Force's  mass 
feeding  unit  is  currently 
deployed  to  Ft  Pierce,  Fla.,  where 
12  trained  volunteers  from 
Mississippi  Baptist  churches 
have  prepared  more  than  15,000 
meals  for  victims  of  Hurricane 
Jeanne.  Since  activating  for 
Hurricane  Charley  in  early 
September,  then  responding  to 
Hurricane  Ivan  and  Jeanne,  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  unit  has  pre¬ 
pared  more  than  150,000  meals. 

Meanwhile,  recovery 
efforts  across  east  Florida  con¬ 
tinue  to  strengthen  less  than  a 
week  after  Hurricane  Jeanne 
—  the  fourth  hurricane  to  hit 
the  Sunshine  State  in  a  six- 
week  period  —  slammed  the 
state's  east  coast  near  Stuart, 
Fla.,  on  September  25. 

"All  of  the  mobile  kitchens 
serving  meals  in  Alabama  will 
be  closing  down  after  lunch  on 
Saturday,  said  Randy  Creamer, 
manager  of  the  North  American 
Mission  Board's  disaster  relief 
operations  center  near  Atlanta. 
"Some  have  been  reassigned 
from  the  Ivan  operation  back  to 
east  Florida  for  recovery  efforts 
from  Hurricane  Jeanne.  Right 
now  we're  in  die  transition 
from  dosing  out  die  feeding 
and  realizing  there  is  still  a  lot 
of  recovery  to  go  on  in  Alabama 
and  die  Panhandle." 

More  than  2,000  cleanup 
and  recovery  projects  have 
been  completed  and  about 
4,000  job  requests  for  tree 
removal  and  structural  repairs 
remain  in  the  region  hardest  hit 
by  Hurricane  Ivan  which  made 
landfall  on  September  16. 

In  response  to  Hurricane 
Jeanne,  about  600  Southern 
Baptist  Disaster  Relief  volun¬ 
teers  are  currendy  staffing 
mobile  kitchen  units  and  recov¬ 
ery  teams  from  15  states.  Units 
are  stationed  at  Southern  Baptist 
churches  throughout  east 
Florida  in  the  following  ddes: 
Melbourne,  Stuart,  Sebastian, 
Fort  Pierce,  Port  St  Lude,  Avon 
Park,  Barefoot  Bay,  Bushnell, 
Aubumdale,  Bartow,  and  Cross

Southern 
Baptist  recovery  efforts  also  con¬ 
tinue  in  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  and 
western  North  Carolina  where 
the  remnants  of  Hurricane  Ivan 
caused  widespread  flooding. 

Creamer  said  mobile  kitchen 
units,  which  relocated  from  the 
Gulf  Coast  region  to  east 
Florida  in  the  wake  of 
Hurricane  Jeanne,  began  cook¬ 
ing  meals  Sept.  29.  He  said 
kitchen  crews  are  working  18- 
hour  days  in  the  heat  and 
humidity  while  chainsaw  crews 
work  from  dawn  to  dusk. 

"I  can't  tell  you  how  many 
people  have  said  this  is  my  third 
or  fourth  time  to  volunteer  in 
the  last  six  weeks,"  Creamer 
said.  "It's  taking  its  toll  not  only 
on  the  human  side,  but  on  the 
equipment  side  as  well."
